CONFIRMS REPORT 
OF RESIGNATION 


‘Tired of Baseball and 
Wants Home Life’; Will 
Spend Winter in Au- 
gusta. ~

Tyrus Raymond Cobb, in Atlanta 
Wednesday night enroute to his home 
in Augusta, emphatically denied that 
he contemplated purchasing the At- 
lanta club of the Southern league, 
and added that he did not plan to buy 
any ball club at the present time. 
He confirmed reports of his resigna- 
tion as manager of the Detroit Amer- 
ican league club. 

Cobb’s denial of any satentiis to 
buy the Atlanta franchise of the 
Southern loop follows the statement of 
R. J. Spiller, present owner of the 
Crackers, that the local club is for 
sale if his, Spiller’s, price can be 
‘prebably. weld 
meet Cobb this morning. 

“I am tired of baseball. P've been 
playing for 22 yearg now, and that’s 
a long time. I want to rest, and I an 
going to Augusta Thursday to spend 
the winter there. Of course, after 
a full winter's rest I may decide to 
enter baseball again, probably in the 
role of an owner, or part owner, 
but any plans to that effect will have 
to be made next spring. Thus far I 
hbaven’t given them a thought. 

“If I decided to purchase a part 
interest, or a franchise in the minor 
leagues, I am sure that a Georgia 
club would be my first choice, but as 
I already have stated I have no defi- 
nite plans.” 

Crackers for Sale. 

Earlier Wednesday night R. J. Spil- 
ler had declared, “Sure, L'll sell the 
Crackers, if I can get my price.” It 
was estimated that the entire hold- 
ings of Mr. Spiller connected with 
baseball w6uld approximate an invest- 
ment of nearly a million dollars. How- 
ever, he did not indicate whether he 
would sel] only the franchise, or sell 


the club, field, stand and complete 
equipment of the local club. 

It also was revealed that plans for 
sale of the Crackers are under way, 
and probably will be completed with- 
in a week. However, Spiller’s lawyer 
declared that lie could make no defi- 
nite announcenfent f these plans at 
present, since anfthing said now 
would be coabeature: t was indi- 
cated that the sale of the Crackers 
might be announced within a week.

Nemecidtia. N. J., November 3.— 
The Hall-Mills murder trial started off 
today with a surprise. 

After a jury had been chosen in 8O 
miutes, and Special Attorney Alex- 
ander Simpson had outlined his case, 
a man whose name never has figured 
in the two investigations of the mur- 
der was called to the stand as the 
first witness. He was John H. Dix- 
on, a Wall street auditor, who identi- 
fied “Willie” Stevens as a man he 
had seen on the night of September 
14, 1922, at 8:30 o'clock in North 
Plainfield, asking directions to the 
Parker house, which is 500 yards from 
the scene of the Hall-Mille murder in 
DeRussey's Lane. 

illie Steverlt,- hie Dedther, Henry, 
and Mrs, Frances Stevens Halil, wid- 
ow of the slain fector, are on trial 
jointly for the murder of Mrs. Elea- 
nor Mills, choir leader of Rector Hall's 
chutch. Indictment: also cover the 
murder of Dr. Hall, but the killiag 
of Mrs. Mills was selected as the basis 
for the first trial, Henry Carpender,

Charlotte Testifies.

“Miss Mills is a daughter of one of the 
murdered persons but she knows noth- 
ing whatever about the crime.”

Shoot Way to Liberty. 


WARDEN MALLON 
DIES OF WOUNDS 


Keeper Is Slain and 

Three Convicts Die — 
Snipers Called to Aid in 
Fighting Convicts. 


New ‘York, November 3.—(4)— 
Five men are dead and two wounded, 
one perhaps fatally, as the result of 
a spectacular outbreak today in‘ the 
Tombs the famous central prison of 
New York. 

Three prisoners, mysteriously sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition, at- 
tempted to shoot their way to free- 
dom. All three were killed.. The 
warden was shot and died five hours 
later. A keeper was instantly killed, 
another severely wounded and a spec- 
tator shot.

First Riot Call in Years. 

The attempted escape resulted in 
the first riot call soundéd in many 
years in New York. All available re- 
serves from police headquarters, three 
blocks away, were rushed to the prison 
and motorcycle police from all over 
Manhattan roared across the city to 
the scene of the battle. Among the 
first to arrive was the emergency 
squad from headquarters, picked men 
armed with small arms, rifles, shot- 
guns and gas bombs.

To File Mandamus. 

Mr. Allen, who was defeated by Dr. 
P. L. Moon on the face of returns, 
declared Wednesday night that he will 
file a mandamus today against the

grand jury recommendations. He 
further stated that he has been fraud- 
ulently defeated for the nomination, 
and that if the committee failed to 
meet he will take ont warrants against 
each member charging a conspiracy to 
defraud him out of the nomination.

Judge Holloway dismissed the case 
when it was learned that Traffie Of- 
ficer Steve Greer did not see Dr. 
Baker leave his car, which was parked 
in violation of the ordinance, nor did 
Officer Greer serve Dr. Baker person- 
ally with a copy of charge. 

‘rites on Tires. 

Traffic Officer Greer has been very 
active in making cases against vio- 
lators of traffic ordinances, especially 
the violators of the ordinance regard- 
ing parking of cars on certain streets 
for a certain length of time. When 
the cars drive up and the driver 
alights, Officer Greer, according to his 
newly-acquired custom, writes the time 
the car was parked with a piece of 
white chalk on the automobile tires. 
If the driver of the machine does rot 
return to the car before the time limit 
is up he is greeted with a copy of 
charge. 

In the case against Dr. Baker. Offi- 
cer Greer was asked the questions: 
“Did vou see Dr. Baker park the au- 
tomobile, and did you serve him per- 
sonally with a copy of charge?’ 
answer of the officer was in “the nega- 
tite. 

The officer explained that se mark- 
ed the tire of the machine, as was his 
custom. and that after the time limit 
was up he left a subpoena on the 
steering wheel of the machine. The 
license numberof tho car was taken 
and upon investigation, the car was 
found to be the property of Dr. Baker. 
Dr. Baker was then served with a 
copy of charge by Officer Greer. 

Judge Holloway held that although 
it was Dr. Baker's automobile there 
was no proof that Dr. Baker had 
left the machine parked in violation of 
the ordinance Someone else could 
have parked the machine there, it was 
stated. 

Must Identify Driver. 

“It must be proven who left the 
machine parked in violation of the 
ordinance, Ownership of the car does 
not necessarily mean that the owner 
left it there. A defendant is not re- 
quired to answer any question in court 
concerning the alleged law violation 
until thisefac* is pro en conclusively. 
He can mat: a statement if he so de- 
sires or he can absolutely refuse to 
make any kind of stateme: ',” Judge 
Holloway stated. 

The recorder also pointed out that 
a car bearing a physicii.n’s emblem on 
the front, as was the case with Dr. 
Baker’s machine, is presumed to be 
on an emergency call when parked in 
violation of the traffic ordinance. .The 
officer may inquire of the driver if 
such be the case, he added. 

Automobiles which have repeatedly 
violated the traffic ordinance and 
whose driver has not been apprehend- 
ed after several violations might 
declared a public nuisance and in that 
case the owner of the car might be 
arraigned in court and tried on the 
offense of operating a publie nuisance, 
Judge Holloway pointed out.

The Day in Finance 


Deadlock in Congress as Re- 
sult of Election Pleases Rail 
Officials and Bankers, 


New York, November 3.—Wall 
street did not like the defeat of But- 
ler in Massachusetts, and Wadsworth 
here, but the net results of yesterday s 
election from Wall street's viewpoint 
show that the democratic landslide 
predicted by esome 6 gine leaders 
did not materialize. The outlook for 
a deadlock in the senate and congress, 
and the drastié liquidation that has 
occurred in brokers’ loans, kept the 
stock market from declining on the 
defeat of Butler and Wadsworth. Wall 
st@et figures that worse things could 
happen in a country-wide election of 
congressmen and senators than a dead- 
lock. 

Pointing out the heavy decrease in 
brokers’ loans has offset the increase 
in commercial loans which for the 
memher banks throughout the country 
were $400,000,000 larger up to Octo- 
ber 20 than in midsummer and $260, - 
000,000 larger than a year ago, the 
National City bank predicts unless 
there is an unexpectedly large in- 
crease in commercial loans from now 
on, money will continue relatively easy 
until December when holiday trading 
requirements bring about the usual 
irmness,
